School Systems To Benefit 


From Proposed Sales Tax 


The Coffee County Commission 
voted Monday to allocate 35 percent: 
of all revenue raised by a proposed 
one-cent sales tax increase to the 
county's three school systems, and to 
take away the restriction that the funds 
be earmarked for capital outlay. The 
changes came about after a discussion 
between the commission and the super- 
intendents of the three systems. 

County Superintendent Johnny 
Vaughan, acting as spokesman for the 
educators, stated, ‘‘We are here to 
discuss the new sales tax bill advertised 
in the newspapers. It is now set for us 
to receive 20 percent of the sales t >. 
income, and we would like for the 
percentage to be increased to SO 
percent. The special session starts 
tomorrow (Sept. 29) and both legislators 
have agreed to the change if the 
commission will agree. We need the 
funds to help us catch up with funds lost 
due to recent proration and we feel 50 
percent is a fair share."’ 

Some of the commission members 
asked Vaughan whether or not he was 
previously against. the sales tax, as 
publicized, and Vaughan answered ‘‘! 
was opposed to the commission's 
levying a sales tax; I am definitely not 
opposed to such a tax if it is passed by a 
vote of the people.”’ 


Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
asked, “If we set the figure at 35 
percent, would the school boards ac- 
tively support the passage of the tax, or 
actively Oppose it?'’All superintendents

We have three good school 
systems in Coffee County that haven't 
had to face the problems of many other

Elba City Schools, ‘tand we will be most 
agreeable to receiving additional fund- 
ing through this tax package.”’ 


Superintendent Vaughan added, 
“The new tax revenue will help us catch 
up on lost funds due to three years of 


‘ proration.”’ 


A motion was then made to up the 
percentage of revenue to the schools 
from 20-35 percent and to do away with 
earmarking ot the tunds. it passed by a 
vote of S-0, with Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell abstaining.

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County Commissioners Do 


An About-Face On Paving 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Sep- 
tember 28, at the courthouse in Elba, 
and did an about-face on an earlier 
decision to borrow money to pave the 
Moates Road in Enterprise. At the 
previous meeting on September 14, the 
commission voted to borrow over 
$200,000 to pave the dirt road, including 
a section of the road inside the 
Enterprise city limits, and do the work 
as soon as possible. However, in a new 
motion passed this week, the road will 
be paved, along with two others, if the 
commission borrows any money to do 
paving. 


A large crowd was on hand for 
Monday's meeting, including dele- 
gations from both the Goodman Road 
and the Sparks Street Road. Rufus 
Bradley, the spokesman for the resi- 
dents of the Goodman Road, stated, 
“We came to see if we can get 
something done to our road, All these 


=. years you said you didn’t have the 


money, but now it looks like you can 
borrow the money. We pay taxes like 
the people in Enterprise, and we want 
our road paved. The road was worked 
up for paving several years ago, and the 
dust is terrible - you can hardly breathe. 
1 wish everyone of you commissioners 
had to live on the road for just one day.” 


Commission chairman Judge James 
L. Sawyer told Bradley the priorities 
were established in 1976, and since then 
some roads had been worked up teady 
for paving. He reminded everyone that 
no roads had been paved yet. 

“If you can pave roads in the city, it 
looks like you can pave roads in the 
county,” declared Bradley. ‘‘If you are 
not going to do something, give us our 
land back and we'll put up a fence. If I 
furnished the money, would you pave 
my one mile of road? I'll pay the money 
if the county will pave the road!’’ 

“If it was up to me,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Rex Boutwell, “if we borrowed 
any money, we would pave the Good- 
man Road and then go in order of 
priorities.”’ 


The Sparks Road delegation was 
next to be heard, with Wendell Rogers 
acting as spokesman. ‘‘We apprecaite 
your working up our road, but I was 
under the impression the Goodman 
Road would be paved first, then ours 
and then the Moates Road. I think the 
question is - ‘Why is the Moates Road 
now going to be paved?’ I think the 
priorities should be cleared up - fair is 
fair. We have 66 people on our road; it 
is a bus route and a mail route! I 
realize the lack of funds and know you 
have other problems, but if you could 
get this one thing settled, it would help 
matters.”’ 

One resident stated, ‘‘We don’t 
know when the school bus will even 
bring our kids home -- when it rains the 
road is impassable;’’ while a woman 
present declared, ‘‘It is clear to me - the 
city of Enterprise gets priority!"’ 


Commissioner Boutwell spoke up 
again and made a motion that if the 
commission borrowed any money to do 
paving, it would be done in the order 
the roads were worked up: 1) - 
Goodman Road; 2) - Sparks Road; and 
3) - Moates Road. 

Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
was next to speak, saying, ‘‘I only have 
one vote, but if we are going to borrow 
any money to pave one road, I think we 


should borrow enough to pave all three. 
We are now working on the budget and 
we are spending all the money we get. It 
has been said we have fat in the budget; 
well, if we do, I wish someone would 
show it to me! 1 am not in favor of 
borrowing any money for anything at 
this time, because we don't have 
anything to pay it back with.’ 


The - commission discussed 
Boutwell's motion, both pro and con, 
and then tacked on an amendment, 
stating if money is borrowed, all three 
roads will be paved at the same time. 
The new motion overrides a previous 
vote to pave Moates Road; so, its 
residents must now sit and wait with the 
people from the other areas. 


Three ladies from the Goodman 


Community were next to address the. 


commission, and they requested the 
county construct a chain-link fence four 
feet high and 200 feet long, on county 
property near the Goodman School, to 
keep students from running out into the 
roadway. The ladies reported the fence 
would cost $490-$530, and said it was 
urgently needed. 

The commission questioned the 
legality of constructing the fence, but 
did vote to put up the fence if it was 
legal. 

Heflin Smith, from Kinston, asked 
the commission if it would give the city 
a senior aide worker to act as director of 
the Human Resource and Development 
Center in Kinston. The town has a 
center but no director, and Smith stated 
the city council had agreed to pay 
utilities and all gas expenses of trans- 
porting needy citizens, Judge Sawyer 
reported he had talked to personnel in 
the various offices and he had been 
assured the next senior aide slot would 
go to Kinston. 


Kenneth Ball, County Health 
Officer, was at the meeting, along with 
State Health Department representative 
Jack Honeycutt, andCounty Environ- 
mentalist Richard Brown. The men 
were present to discuss the county's 
plan to discontinue house-to-house 
garbage pickup on September 30, and 
discussed the garbage pickup methods 
used statewide. 

“The law states the county does 
have alternatives under the Solid Waste 
Act,”’ said Honeycutt, ‘but no matter 
which the county chooses, it will be 
responsible for its service. Many 
counties use the method you do and 


break even, while some contract the 
service to outside companies. There is a 
direct relation to the enforcement of the 
program and its success."* 

Ball reported that 50 warrants had 
been signed for failure to comply with 
the regulations, but not one had been 
convicted. He added that people had 
only two choices -- join the county 
program or get a certificate from the 
health department. If a_ resident 
doesn't comply, he is in violation. 


The commission echoed the prob- 
lems in prosecuting violators, but stated 
it was their obligation to provide a 
landfill and nothing more. Commis- 
sioner Billy Eagerton added, ‘Only 
30% of the people in the county are 
using the service, so that means 70% 
don't want it. Why should we continue 
to lose money every year on something 
most people don't want?” 


In other action at Monday's meet- 
ing, the commission: 


***heard representatives of the South- 
east Alabama Mental Health Board 
request the county continue making its 
yearly appropriation. The board is a 
non-profit oragnization serving four 
counties; 

***voted to support any county water 
authority desiring to provide fire protec- 
tion, with the stipulation that the 
commission would have no liability 
whatsoever; 

***discussed a resolution concerning 
work on the Wilkerson Creek Water- 
shed Project; 

***voted to use Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
as the county's health insurance agency 
for the coming year; ~ ee 
***agreed to purchase 15 folding tables 
at a cost of $675 for use at the Farm 
Center. The tables will be assigned to 
County Agent Tom Casaday and he will 
be responsible for their upkeep; 
***heard Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer request three additional 
employees for help in his office; 
***discussed manpower and mach 

in the districts, and talked about the 
need for equal personnel in each 
district; 

***aereed to advertise for bids on 
culvert pipe, stone and asphalt; 
***voted to discontinue house-to-house 
garbage pickup service by the’ county 
and raise the rates charged to cities by 
25 cents; and 

***adjourned until Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 30, to adopt a budget.

Tucker’s charrea body was fo: nd in 
a burned truck on a rural Coffee County 
road on January 24. 


Donald Ard, 29, was found guilty of 
murder for hire in August and sen- 
tenced to life in prison without parole. 
This week he was also found guilty of 
criminal mischief charges by a Houston 
County jury and sentenced to another 10 
years in prison and fined $5,000. 

The criminal mischief charges ste™- 


med from an incident which occured in: 


July after he was transferred to Houston 
County Jail on a request from Sheriff 
Brice Paul. 

Witnesses testified that Ard 
smashed three windows in a security 
“control room’? at the new county 
facility on July 26 and then later broke a 
sink off the wall and flooded his cell 
because the jailer refused to take him to 
see a doctor, 

Sheriff Paul said he made the 
request for Ard’s transfer from the Elba 
facility after he got involved in a fight 
with a jailer and then tried to choke the 
sheriff. 

Last month Ard was sentence io 10 
years in prison by Circn*+ Court Judge 
Terry Butts after tcing found guilty of 
casas from the Coffee County jail in

sHospital Board Meets 


The Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home Board met Wednesday 
morning at the hospital. Present were 
Chairman Drexel Cook, along with 
members Carolyn Brunson, Virgil Cole- 
man, and Pete Dorsey; hospital admin- 
istrator Jim Nichols, attorney Merrill 
Shirley, Dr. Donald Crook, and Mrs. 
Jean Kennett. 


In the first meeting since July. the 
annual budget was given tentative 
approval for the new fiscal year beginn- 
ing October I. It exceeded $2.8 million 
for the hospital and nursing home and 
does not reflect any income from the - 
facility's expansion, which is not expec- 
ted to be ready for about 16 months. 
The budget will be closely reviewed by 
each board member and a_ special 
meeting called to give it full approval or 
revise parts of it. 


The board gave annual approval to 
doctors with staff privileges in the 
hospital, following the recommenda- 
tions of the medical staff. An 
out-of-town doctor was denied approval 
while another was tabled without any 
action, Dr. Crook, head of the medical 
staff, thanked the board for furnishing 
weekend emergency, service two week- 
ends during each period. He said this 
helps the local doctors greatly. 

A pre-construction conference be- 
tween hospital officials and the contrac- 
tor is scheduled at 10:30 a.m. Friday at 
the hospital. 

The board approved paying $64,544 
interest on money borrowed for con- 
struction of the expansion. This will be 
paid from interest earned on the money, 
as it has yet to be used in the project. 

Nichols gave the board a report on 
the progress in searching for new 
doctors. He noted he was getting 
excellent cooperation from the area 
doctors in this effort. 

Cook urged all board members to 
attend the Friday morning conference.

Nuclear power usage is a ‘‘balance 
of risks,’’ according to nuclear specialist 
Mary Jacobs, of Farley Nuclear Plant 
near Dothan. 

This statement was in response to 
the question, *‘Why do many of the 
nuclear experts disagree as to the safety 
of nuclear power plants?’' Ms. Jacobs 
explained that one could say that we 
should go back to walking just because 
there are so many car wrecks. 

Ms. Jacobs was the guest speaker at 
the Elba Rotary Club meeting Monday. 
She went on to say that Farley Nuclear 
Plant does not pose the danger of an 
explosion or anything that people would 
have to get away from in 5, 10 or 15 
minutes. Any problem that may develop 
would build up over several days, she 
said. 


If any danger from the plant 
becomes evident, people within a ten 
mile radius of the plant will be notified 
through use of weather alert radios. 
Citizens will be told to turn on their 
televisions or radios for instructions. 

Ms. Jacobs provided slides showing 
how the containment building is con- 
structed, and how the reactor works.: 
Farley is a two-unit nuclear plant which 
uses uranium fuel pellets. Energy 
generated from one fuel pellet is equal 
to the amount generated from one ton of 
coal. 

To get the energy out of the pellet a 
process known as fission is used--the 
nucleus of the uranium atom is split, 
Ms. Jacobs explained. This causes 
friction to heat water, which turns into 
Steam used to turn turbanes. 

The uranium pellets are put together 
to form rods, which in turn are placed 
together to form a fuel assembly. The 
fuel assembly goes into the core of the 
reactor--which is where the atoms are 
split. 

The reactor is placed underground 
inside the containment building, which 
is made of steel covered with concrete. 
The concrete is to give the building 
added strength against outside force, 
Ms. Jacobs said. Another feature of the 
building added for strength is a dome

‘underwater, The plant has a 10-year 
storage capacity. Officials hope that the

There are two kinds of 
colleges--academic and tech- 
nical. Academic colleges are 
Set up to get people ready 
for a four year college, 
whereas a technical college 
gets people ready to go to 
work, according to Claude 
Nevin, president of Mac- 


Arthur State Technical 
College. 
“A technical college 


teaches you a skill you can 
sell in the marketplace," 
Nevin said. MacArthur offers 
six hours of instruction per 


“day in the field of your 


choice, part of which is 


spent in the classroom and 
the rest in the lab. If stu- 
dents are unable to be in 
class for that amount of time 
they may go half or three- 


quarters time, Nevin said. 

“People need to take 
more pride in being a tech- 
nician,"’ he said. In some of 
their travels, Nevin and his 
wife found that in Germany, 
citizens take great pride in 
being technicians. People 
need to realize that techni- 
cians are just as important 
as professional people, he 
emphasized. He pointed out 
that a doctor, lawyer, or 
other professional calls the 
plumber if he or she has 
a plumbing problem, or an 
auto mechanic if his or her 
car is broken down, These 
people are professionals in 
their own field. 

Nevin has been with Mac- 
Arthur Technical College 
since it opened in November 
1965S. The school had 12 


departments and 113 stu- 
dents whien it began; today, 
it has 19 departments, and 
565 students enrolled for the 
fall quarter, with more ex- 
pected to enroll before the 
deadline for fall. 

Before coming to the 
technical school, Nevin 
taught history at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama for one 
year, taught off-campus for 
Troy State University for 
three years, and served as 
principal of Kinston High 
School for 20 years. ‘‘This 
is the most exciting and ful-

filling job of all I've had,” 
he said. 

The school was originally 
designed to serve all of 
Covington and Coffee 
counties, as well as west 
Geneva County and south 
Crenshaw County. They have 
eight buses running to pro-

drive to school. 

Next door to the tech- 
nical college is the mother 
library of the Cross Trails 
libraries. This library sends 
out bookmobiles each day 
to crossroads and country 
stores, Nevin said. 

The following 19 trades 
are offered at MacArthur 
State Technical College: 
Auto Body Technology; 
Automotive Mechanics; Bar- 
bery; Business Data Pro- 
cessing Technology; 
Accounting; General Clieri- 
cal; Secretarial; Cabinet 
Making; Cosmetology; Die- 
sel and Heavy Equipment 
Mechanics; Drafting and De- 
sign Technology; Electronics 
Technology; Industrial Elec- 
tricity Technology; Practical 
Nursing; Radio and Tele- 
vision Technology; Textile 
Technology; Upholstery; 
Welding; and Air Condition- 
s . . 
ing and Refrigeration. 

Four of these trades are 
offered at night as well 
as day classes: Air Con- 
ditioning and Refrigeration; 
Diesel and Heavy Equip- 
ment Mechanics; Industrial 
Electricity Technology; and 
Welding. 

Cost per quarter is 
$100.00. Some trades are 
four - quarter programs, 
others are six-quarter pro- 
grams, and some are eight- 
quarter programs. 

Many of the departments 
get calls every day for grad- 
uates to come to work for 
them. Charles Gibeaut has 
50 to 100 calls a year for 
graduates of his Drafting 
and Design Technology 
course; however, he only 
has seven or eight gradu- 
ates each year. 

A recent graduate of that 
department is Danny Ogles- 
by of Elba. He began work 
in September 1981 at Bush 
Hog in Selma. ‘‘All gradu-

Researchers Need Volunteers 


Can heart attacks be pre- 
vented by lowering cho- 
lesterol? That is the question 
posed by a team of Uni- 
versity of Arkansas research- 
ers conducting a study of the 
relationship between cho- 
lesterol and heart disease. 

Nearly all heart disease 
results from atherosclerosis, 
or hardening of the arter- 
ies--the tubes which must 
continually supply blood con- 
taining life-giving oxy- 
gen and nourishment to the 
heart and other organs. 
Atherosclerosis _—_ graduaily 
thickens and narrows arter- 
ies until blood can no longer 
flow through them; the re- 
sults of this narrowing is 
usually acute illness, the 
most prevalent of which is 
a heart attack. 

Cholesterol, a fatty sub- 
stance, is found in diseased 
arteries and may represent 
a clue to the cause of ather- 
osclerosis. Also, the amount 
of cholesterol found in our 
blood can predict, somewhat, 
how likely we are to have 
heart attacks, Facts such as 
these have led many doctors 
to use various means to lower 
blood cholesterol in their pa- 
tients; it is still uncertain, 
however, whether such

lowering can actually prevent 
heart attacks.

Nomination by petition, 
completion of slates, and 
balloting will follow. Parti- 
cipation in ASC elections is 
open to all eligible farmers 
regardless of race, religion, 
age, sex, color or national 
origin.

TAXES 

Jean McDaniel, district 
manager of a local tax firm, 
is very much interested in 
farmers knowing the new 
tax laws. In a letter to me this 
week she talked of the many 
tax changes affecting farm- 
ers for 1981. She said, ‘I feel 
we have a greater need than 
ever before to be informed of 
the changes and benefits for 
each individual in our 
county. For example, one of 
the tax incentives is called 
the reforestation tax. 
It works like this: If the land- 
owner spends $10,000 for 
tree planting costs, a 10 
percent tax credit ($1,000) 
can be subtracted from the 
amount of taxes otherwise 
owed to IRS. The owner can 
also deduct from yearly earn- 
ings the full $10,000 over a 
seven year period (basically 


a $1,428 deduction per 
year). 

This is an example of just 
one of the new items but 


there are several, We plan to 
have a tax meeting later in 
the year to fully acquaint 
Coffee County farmers with 
the changes.

space must be provided to 
give the best young trees 
their needed share of 
nature’s vital elements. This 
can be accomplished by 
properly applied periodic 
cuttings. 


Trees cut in the early 
cuttings leave the remaining 
trees space to grow and de- 
velop. Forests cut in this 
manner are also healthier 
and better able to withstand 
attacks from insects and di- 
sease, 


As the trees increase in 
size, more cuttings of differ- 
ent types are needed. These 
cuttings yield wood for many 
different types of products 
such as poles, pilings, 
veneer, lumber, and pulp- 
wood. Without the use of 
well planned cuttings, the 
forest can never reach its 
maximum production. 


Actually, good forest 
management is based upon 
a planned process of growth 
and harvest. The objective 
of such a program is to have 
the land carry all of the 
trees it will profitably 
support--no more, no less. 
Those trees remaining after 
the cut is made take ad- 
vantage of the additional 
space, making the managed 
forest a continuing source of 
wood and income for the 
landowner.

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PROPOSED COUNTY SALES TAX BILL 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
COUNTY OF COFFEE 


NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows 
will be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and 
application for its passage and enactment will be made, 
to-wit: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; providing for a referendum 
election to submit to the qualified electors of Coffee County 
the question whether the Coffee County Commission shall be 
authorized to levy and impose a county sales tax and a county 
use tax; providing for the authority of the Coffee County 
Commission to levy such taxes generally paralleling the state 
sales taxes provided for in Division 1 of Article 1 of Chapter 23 
of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and the 
state use taxes provided for in Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 
40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, respectively; 
providing certain additional exemptions from such taxes; 
specifying the rates at which those taxes may be levied; 
providing for the ascertainment, collection, payment, 
distribution and use of the proceeds of those taxes if levied by 
the Coffee County Commission, and for the enforcement of 
this Act by the State Department of Revenue; providing for 
the termination of the taxes authorized to be levied 
hereunder; and prescribing penalties and fixing punishment 
for violations of this Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions. Aii words, terms, and phrases as 
defined in the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State Use Tax 
Statutes shall, wherever used in this Act, have the same 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in those statutes, 
except where the context herein clearly indicates a different 
meaning. In addition, the following words, terms, and 
phrases where used in this Act shall have the following 
respective meanings except where the context clearly 
indicates a different meaning. 

**Commission™’ means the Coffee County Commission or 
other governing body of the County, and any successor 
thereto. 

“Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Revenue of 
the State. 

*“Construction"’ means (a) the complete exterior and 
interior building of a courthouse in the City of Enterprise, 
including. but not limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, 
foundation, roof, air conditioning and heating, proper 
insulation, elevators, accomodations for handicapped per- 
sons, office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults and 
equipment necessary for the preservation of records, 

“including microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such 
construction and equipment of a new county jail, containing 
not more than four cells, in the City of Enterprise as the 

“-Commission may determine to be advisable and necessary. 

“County” means Coffee County, Alabama. 

**Month" means the calendar month. 

‘Quarterly Period’’ means the period of three Months 
ending on the last day of each March, June, September and 
‘December. 

“Registered Seller means the person registered with the 
State Department of Revenue pursuant to the State Use Tax 
Statutes or licensed under the State Sales Tax Statutes. 


**Renovation’’ means (a) complete exterior and interior 
restoration of the existing courthouse in the City of Elba, 
including, but not limited to, the grounds, plumbing, wiring, 
foundation, roof, air conditioning and heating, proper 
imsulation, elevators, accomodations for handicapped 
persons, office furniture, fixtures and equipment, vaults and 
equipment necessary for the preservation of records, 
including microfilm and microfilm equipment, and (b) such 
improvements and equipment to the existing county jail in the 
City of Elba as the Commission may determine to be 
advisable and necessary. 

**State’’ means the State of Alabama. 

**State Sales Tax’’ means the tax or taxes imposed by the 
State Sales Tax Statutes. ; 

“State Sales Tax Statutes’’ means Division 1 of Article 1 
of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, including all other statutes of the State, as such 
Statutes may be from time to time be amended, which 
expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation of 
the taxes levied in said Division 1 and all other statutes which 
expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of 
said Division | and the incidence and collection of the taxes 
imposed therein. 

**State Use Tax'’ means the tax or taxes imposed by the 
State Use Tax Statutes. 

**State Use Tax Statutes’’ means Article 2 of the Chapter 
23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
including all other statutes of the State, as such statutes may 
from time to time be amended, which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in said 
Article 2 and all other statutes of the State which 
expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of 
said Article 2 and the incidence and collection of the taxes 
imposed therein. 


Section 2. Referendum Election Required. The 
Commission shall call a referendum election at which there 
sha!l be submitted to the qualified electors of the County the 
question whether the Commission shall be authorized to levy 
and impose, subject to the provisions of this Act, a county 
sales tax and a county use tax. The referendum election shall 
be held, not later than the general election to be held in 
November, 1982, on such date as the Commission shall 
determine; provided. however, that the referendum election 
shall not be held at any primary or runoff election. Notice of 
the referendum election shall be given by the Commission 
by publication in a newspaper published in the County once a 
week for three consecutive weeks, the first publication to be 
made at least 30 days before the election, which notice shall 
state the purpose for which the election is to be held and the 
time and place for holding the same. 

The ballot used at the referendum election shall be 
prepared by the Commission and shall read substantially as 
follows: 

**Shall the Coffee County Commission be authorized to 
levy and impose a sales tax and a use tax in Coffee County at a 
rate or rates not exceeding one percent (1%) of gross sales, 
gross receipts, or sales price, as the case may be, 20% of the 
proceeds of which (after deducting costs of collection) shall be 
used for capital outlay purposes in the public schools of 
Coffee County, and the remaining 80% of the proceeds of 
which (after deducting costs of collection) shall be used (1) to 
finance, through the pledge or use, directly or indirectly, of 
such proceeds for the payment of bonds, warrants or other 
securities issued by the County, or by any agency or 
instrumentality of the County (such as a county public 
building authority), the costs of, or (2) to pay the costs of, all 
(but not less than all) of the following: (a) constructing and 
equipping a new courthouse in Enterprise, (b) constructing 
and equipping a new county jail in Enterprise containing not 
more than four cells, (c) renovating and equipping the 
existing courthouse in Elba,\and (qd) renovating and 
equipping the existing county jail in Elba? Yes ----- No ----- Pi 

The referendum election shall be held and the officers 
a;:pointed to hold the same shall be appointed in the manner 
provided by law for holding other county elections, and the 
returns thereof shall be tabulated and the results certified as 
provided by law. The costs of the election, including the cost 
of publishing notices thereof, shall be paid out of the general 
funds of the county.

Section 3. Authority to Levy Sales and Use Taxes. li a 
majority of the votes cast at the referendum election is 
negative, the provisions of this Act shall have no further force 
or effect. 

If a majority of the votes cast at the referendum election is 
affirmative. the Commission shall have authority to levy ard 
impose a county sales tax or taxes and a county USe tax or 
taxes paralleling the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax, 
respectively, the amount of any such tax to be determined by 
the application of rates against gross sales or gross receipts, 
o7 sales price, as the case may be, and within specified areas 
at arate or tates not exceeding one percent (1%) of the gross 
proceeds of sales or receipts, or sales price. as the case may 
be. Such taxes, if levied, shall be in addition to and not in lieu 
of any sales or use tax now or hereafter in effect in Coffee 
County. 

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this 
section and from the compuiation of the amount of the sales 
taxes authorized to be levied in this section, the gross receipts 
of any business and the gross proceeds of ali sales which are 
presently exempted under the State Sales Tax Statutes from 
the computation of the amount of the State Sales Tax. There 
are specifically exempted from taxes authorized to be levied 
in this Act all new and used motor vehicles and parts therefor, 
and all new and used farm equipment, implements and parts 


therefor, as well as gasoline, lubricating oil, seed, fertilizer, — 


prescription drugs, pesticides, and insecticides. 

There are also exempted from the provisions of this 
section, and from the use taxes authorized to be imposed by 
this section, the storage, use or other consumption of 
property the storage, use or other consumption of which is 
presently exempted under the State Use Tax Statutes from 
the computation of the amount of the State Use Tax. Subject 
to those exemptions, every person storing or using or 
otherwise consuming in the County tangible personal 
property purchased at retail on or after the effective date of 
such taxes shall be fiable for the taxes authorized to be 
imposed by this section, and the liability shall not be 
extinguished until the tax has been paid by such person; 
provided, however, that a receipt from the Registered Seller 
given pursuant to Section 6 of this Act to the purchaser of any 
property to be used, stored or consumed in the County shall 
be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for 
a tax to which such receipt may refer. : 


Section 4. Payment of Taxes Herein Levied; Reports by 
Taxpayer. The sales taxes authorized to be levied in Section 3 
of this Act shall be due and payable in monthly installments 
on or before the twentieth day of the Month next succeeding 
the Month in which the tax accrues; and the use taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof shall be due and 
payable quarterly on or before the twentieth day of the Month 
next succeeding each Quarterly Period during which the 
storage, use or other consumption of the tangible personal 
property became taxable hereunder, each such Quarterly 
Period to end on the last day of each of the Months of March, 
June, September and December. All sales taxes authorized 
to be levied herein shall be paid to and collected by the State 
Department of Revenue at the same time as and along with 
the collection of the State Sales Tax; and the use taxes 
authorized to be levied herein shall be paid to and collected by 
the State Department of Revenue at the same time as and 
along with the payment and collection of the State Use Tax. 
On or prior to the due dates of the taxes herein authorized to 
be levied, each person subject to such taxes shall file with the 
State Department of Revenue a report or return in such form 
as may be prescribed by the Department, setting forth, with 
respect to all sales and business transactions that are 
required to be used as a measure of the sales taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, a correct statement of the gross 
proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such 
business transactions, and setting forth, with respect to the 
use taxes authorized to be levied herein, the total sales price 
of all property, the use, storage or other consumption of 
which became subject to the said taxes during the then 
preceding Quarterly Period. Such report shall also include 
such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes and 
the amount thereof as the State Department of Revenue may 
require. Any person subject to the sales taxes authorized to 
be levied herein may defer reporting credit sales until after 
their collection, and in the event such person so defers 
reporting them, such person shall thereafter include in each 
monthly report all credit collections made during the Month 
preceding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of 
filing such report. All reports or returns filed with the State 
Department of Revenue vuder this section shall be available 
for inspection by the Commission, or its designated agent, at 
reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Sales Tax to be Added to Sales Price or 
Admission Fee. Each person engaging or continuing within 
the County in a business subject to the sales taxes authorized 
to be levied in Section 3 hereof. shall add to the sales price or 
admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the person 
paying the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said taxes. It shall be unlawful for any person 
subject to the sales taxes authorized to be levied herein to fail 
or refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to 
collect from the purchaser or the person paying the admission 
fee the amount herein required to be so added to the sale or 
admission price and collected from the purchaser, and it shall 
likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said taxes to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so 
collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption or refund of said taxes or any portion thereof. 


Section 6. Special Provisions Respecting Payment of Use 
Tax Receipts and Returns by Registered Sellers. Every 
Registered Seller making sales of tangible personal property 
for storage, use or other consumption in the County (which 
storage, use or other consumption is not exempted from the 
use taxes herein authorized to be levied) shall at the time of 
making such sale, or if the storage, use or other consumption 
of such tangible personal property in the County is not then 
subject to the taxes herein authorized to be levied, at the time 
such storage, use or other consumption becomes subject to 
the taxes herein authorized to be levied, collect the tax from 
the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt 
therefor in the manner and form prescribed by the State 
Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day of the Month 
next succeeding each Quarterly Period, each Registered 
Seller shall file with the State Department of Revenue a 
return for the then preceding Quarterly Period in such form as 
may be prescribed by the State Department of Revenue 
showing the total sales price of the tangible personal property 
sold by such Registered Seller, the storage, use or other 
consumption of which became subject to the use taxes herein 
authorized to be imposed, during the then preceding 
Quarterly Period; and each return shail be accompanied by a 
remittance of the amount of the use taxes required to be 
collected by such Registered Seller during the period covered 
by the return; provided that any Registered Seller may defer 
collecting the taxes with respect to credit sales until collection 
of the proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit 
sales until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect 
the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales, shall 
include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding Quarterly Period and shall remit the 
taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or 
return. Any person who has paid to a Registered Seller the 
tax with respect to the use, storage or other consumption of 
tangible personal property in the County need not file a report 
or make any further payment of the said tax, but each person 
who purchases tangible personal! property the storage, use or 
other consumption of which is subject to the use taxes 
authorized to be imposed herein, and who has not paid the 
said use taxes due With respect thereto to a Registered Seller, 
shall report and pay said use taxes as required by Section 4 
hereof. It shall be unlawful for any Registered Seller to fail or 


refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the use taxes authorized to be 
imposed herein or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to 
advertise directly or indirectly. the absorption of said use 
taxes or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. Enforcement of This Act; Civil Suit; Taxes a 
Lien. The taxes authorized to be levied and imposed by this 
Act shall constitute a debt due the County and may be 
collected as provided by law. The said taxes, together with 
interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said 
taxes. All the provisions of the revenue laws of the State 
which apply to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due 
the State shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied, and the State Department of 
Revenue, for the use and benefit of the County. stall collect 
such taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and exercise 
for such collection and enforcement all rights and remedies 
that the State or the State Department of Revenue has for 
collection of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. The 
State Department of Revenue shall have full authority to 
employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time 
to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be 
levied by this Act, and otherwise to enforce the provisions of 
this Act, including the institution, prosecution and defense of 
any litigation involving this Act: and the Department shall 
pay such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and 
proper from the proceeds of the taxes coilected by it 
hereunder. 


Section 8. Applicability of State Sales and Use Tax 
Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax Statutes with 
respect to payment, assessment, and collection of the State 
Sales Tax, making of monthly reports and keeping and 
preserving records with respect thereto, interest after the due 
date of said tax, penalties for failure to pay the said tax, make 
reports or otherwise comply with the State Sales Tax Statutes, 
the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
State Sales Tax, and the administration and enforcement of 
the State Sales Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, when applied to the sales taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the 
sales taxes authorized to be levied under this Act; and all 
provisions of the State Use Tax Statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the State Use Tax, 
making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records 
with respect thereto, interest after the due date of the State 
use Tax, penalties for failure to pay said tax, make reports or 
otherwise te comply with the State Use Tax Statutes, the 
promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
State Use Tax and the administration and enforcement of the 
State Use Tax Statutes, which are not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, when applied to the use taxes 
authorized to be levied in Section 3, hereof, shall apply to the 
use taxes authorized to be levied in the said Section 3. The 
Commissioner and the State Department of Revenue shali 
have and exercise the same powers, duties and obligations, 
with respect to the taxes herein authorized to be levied, that 
are imposed on the Commissioner and the Department, 
respectively, by’ the State Sales Tax Statutes and the State 
Use Tax Statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax 
Statutes and the State Use Tax Statutes that are made 
applicable by this Act to the taxes herein authorized to be 
levied and to the administration and enforcement of this Act 
are incorporated herein by reference and’ made a part hereof 
as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. Charge of State Department of Revenue; Its 
Distribution of Tax Proceeds. The State Department of 
Revenue shall charge the county, for collecting the taxes 
authorized to be levied under this Act, such amount or 
percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the 
Commissioner and the Commission, but such charge shall 
not,in any event,exceed ten percent of the total amount of the 
taxes collected hereunder. Such charge for collecting the said 
taxes for the County may be deducted each Month from the 
tax proceeds collected before the amount of the said proceeds 
due the County for that month is certified as provided in this 
section. The Commissioner shall pay into the state treasury 
all taxes collected under this Act, as such taxes are received 
by the State Department of Revenue; and on or before the 
first day of each successive Month (commencing with the 
Month next succeeding the Month in which the said 
Department makes the first collection of any of the taxes 
authorized to be levied hereunder) the Commissioner shall 
certify to the State Comptroller the amount of taxes collected 
under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state 
treasury for the benefit of the County during the Month 
immediately preceding the making of such certificate and 
shail state separately in the said certificate the amount of the 
proceeds so collected from the sales taxes authorized to be 
levied herein and the amount of the proceeds so collected 
from the use taxes authorized to be levied herein; provided, 
however, that before certifying the amount of the taxes paid 
into the state treasury for the benefit of the County during 
each Month, the Commissioner may deduct from the taxes 
collected hereunder in said Month the charges due the said 
Department for the collection of the said taxes. It shall be the 
duty of the State Comptroller (i) to issue his warrant each 
Month payable to the County in an amount equal to the 
amount so certified by the Commissioner as having been 
collected for the use of the County, and (ii) to transmit to the 
County, along with the said warrant, a copy of the said 
certificate by the Commissioner. 


Section 10, Use of Proceeds. The entire proceeds derived 
by the County from the taxes authorized to be levied 
hereunder (including any income derived from the investment 
of such proceeds) shall, subject to the provisions of Section 11 
of this Act, to be applied and used as follows: 


(a) Twenty percent (20%) of the said proceeds shall be 
distributed by the Commission to the several boards of 
education in the County on a pro rata basis according to the 
average daily attendance at the schools operated by each such 
board of education, according to the records of the State 
Department of Education for the school year 1980-81, and 
used for capital outlay purposes for the said schools. 

(b) The remaining eighty percent (80%) of said 
proceeds shall be applied and used as follows: 


(i) except as otherwise provided in subsection (ii) of 
this section, the entire proceeds shall be used for the purpose 
of paying costs of the Construction, the Renovation, or both, 
or accumulated for subsequent use therefor; or _ 

(ii) so much as may be necessary therefor out of 
such proceeds shall be used for payment of the principal of 
and the interest (and prerrium, if any) on any bonds, warrants 
or other securities issued b.* the County for one or more of the 
purposes described in the p1 ceding subsection (i) (or, if such 
bonds, warrants or other sevzurities were not issued by the 
County but rather by an agency or instrumentality of the 
County and are payable from 1evenues to be derived by such 
agency or instrumentality from the leasing to the County of 
the public building or buildings the costs of which are being 
financed in whole or in part by stch bonds, warrants or other 
securities, for payment of any remus that may become due to 
such agency or instrumentality by the County). 


if at any time the County is required by the provisions 
of this Section 10 to use all or a specified portion of the 
proceeds from the taxes herein authorized to be levied for the 
payment of debt service on such bonds, warrants or other 
securities (including rentals related thereto) and if at such 
time the County has paid or made full provision for the 


payment of all 4ebt service maturing during the then current _ 


fiscal year with respect to such bonds, warrants or other 
securities (including rentals related thereto), the County shall 
apply all or such specified portion of such tax proceeds 
received during the remainder of such fiscal year to 
prepayment of such bonds, warrants or other securities 
(including any rentals required therefor), it being the 
intention of this Act to provide for the retirement of such 
bonds, warrants or other securities as promptly as 
practicable. 


Section 11. Effective Date and Duration of Levy of Taxes. 
If the Commission elects to levy or impose any of the taxes 
herein authorized to be levied and imposed, it shall specify, 
as the effective date of such levy, the first day of any calendar 
month following such levy; provided that the Commission 
may not levy or impose any such taxes unless the effective 
date of such levy is at least fifteen (15) calendar days after the 
date of such levy. The levy of the taxes herein authorized 
shall terminate as follows: 


(a) except as otherwise provided in subsection (b) of 
this section, if any bonds, warrants or other securities 
described in Section 10 hereof are hereafter issued for the 
purpose of financing all or a portion of the costs of the 
Construction or the Renovation or any part of either thereof, 
none of such taxes may be levied after the expiration of the 
sixth calendar month next following the Month during which 
the last of such bonds, warrants or other securities are paid 
and retired; or 

(b) if (i) such bonds, warrants or other securities are 

hereafter issued for the purpose of financing all or a portion of 
the costs of only a part or parts of the Construction or the 
Renovation, or (ii) no such bonds, warrants or other 
Securities are hereafter issued, and the Commission instead 
elects to pay all the costs of the Construction and the 
Renovation (or such parts thereof as are not financed through 
issuance of bonds, warrants or other securities as aforesaid), 
by accumulating monies therefor, none of such taxes may be 
levied after (1) the last day of the Month during which monies 
sufficient therefor have been accumulated, or (2) the last day 
of the Month during which the last of such costs are paid, 
whichever of the foregoing (1) or (2) occurs first. 
Any proceeds from the taxes herein authorized that are on 
hand at the time of the termination of the levy thereof (or that 
are thereafter received) and that are not needed for payment 
of debt service on any such bonds, warrants or other - 
securities, shall be deposited in the General Fund of the 
County and used for any purpose for which monies in said 
General Fund may be used. 

Nothing herein contained shall prohibit the Commission, 
subject to constitutional limitations on the impairment of 
contracts, from reducing, at any time after the levy of any of 
the taxes herein authorized, the rate at which any of such 
taxes is levied or from ceasing to levy or impose any of such 
taxes upon payment in full of all the costs of the Construction 
and Renovation authorized by this Act or upon full retirement 
and payment of any bonds, warrants or other securities issued 
for the purpose of financing the Construction, the Renovation, 
or any part of either thereof. 


Section 12. Legislative Intent. It is the intent of the

Section 13. Severability Clause. The provisions of this 
Act are severable. If any part of this Act is held invalid or 
unenforceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, such 
holding shall not invalidate or render unenforceable the 
remaining parts hereof. 


Section 14. Laws in Conflict Repealed. All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 15. Effective Date of Act. This Act shall become 
effective immediately upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.
